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FIREFIGHTERS IN 
CUTS WARNING

FIREFIGHTERS have warned 
services in Oswestry can’t 
take any more cut backs amid 
uncertainty over plans to 
merge the running of fire and 
police services in Shropshire. 

West Mercia Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner John Campion announced 
in June his plan to take over the gov¬ 
ernance of Shropshire Fire Authority. 

He argued having all services under one or¬ 
ganisation would produce savings of £4 million. 

John Davies, who retired from Oswestry Fire 
Station earlier this year after 33 years of service, 
said a merger between emergency services could 
work. 

However, Mr Davies did not believe the money 
could be saved without affecting jobs. 

Mr Davies said: “I think the amount of money 
they want to save will impact 
and put lives at risk. But at 
the same time if the fire, am¬ 
bulance and police worked to¬ 
gether it may save money but 
there are other ways to do it. 

“Shropshire Fire Author¬ 
ity is already cut back right 
to the bone so personally I 
think pressure needs to be 
put on the government for 
more money, because any 
more cut backs and lives will 

be endangered. 

“I don’t think it will impact retained firefight¬ 
ers like there are in Oswestry, but also closing 
stations is not the way to do things. 

“It costs a lot less to run a retained station so 
I think Oswestry will be okay, but I have seen 
services neglected before and it has had an im¬ 
pact on lives and we don’t want to see it again.” 

Station manager in Oswestry Adrian Bowen 
said: “It has got the possibility to work but if 
it is to work all systems must be put in place 
correctly, it can’t be drawn up on the back of a 
fag packet. 

“If it was to make the fire service run more ef¬ 
ficiently and save the tax-payers money it would 
get support, but I can’t see how it can be run 
more efficiently than it is at the moment. 

“We’re massively worried, we are over¬ 
stretched at the moment and there just can’t be 
any more cuts to front line services, there is not 
enough meat left on the bone.” 

County councillor Paul Milner, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the fire authority, said the firefighters 
needed to be listened to as part of the plans. 

He added: “I just can’t see where these sav¬ 
ings are going to come from without cuts to 
front line staff or to stations.”

JUSTICE 

Reassurances are 
given over court's 
future amid fears 

FEARS the last magistrate court in Mont¬ 
gomeryshire faces closure have been 
quashed by the Ministry of Justice. 

Long-serving solicitor Robert Hanratty 
said there is grave concern among practi¬ 
tioners that Welshpool Magistrates Court 
could potentially be subject to closure. 

Court staff numbers have reduced and 
with some cases already moved to Wrex¬ 
ham, the solicitor fears his defendants 
could soon face 60-mile journeys to ap¬ 
pear before a court. However, this week 
the Ministry of Justice said there are cur¬ 
rently no plans to close the court, the only 
one left in Montgomeryshire. A spokesman 
said: “There are no plans to close Welsh¬ 
pool Magistrates Court. We announced in 
2016 that the building would be retained 
for civil, family, tribunals and magistrates’ 
work.” 

Mr Hanratty said despite the reassur¬ 
ance, there are still concerns within the 
court system in the area. He said: “In 
the name of austerity I think it can con¬ 
fidently be stated Her Majesty’s Courts 
and Tribunal Service has already gone 
too far with regard to court closures and 
centralisation, and that they have already 
created something close to insurmounta¬ 
ble obstacles to people who are trying to 
access justice.”

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Baby units will reopen - if 
enough midwives are hired

MIDWIFE led units in Shropshire 
will reopen for births in October - 
but only if enough midwives have 
been recruited to ensure they 
can be properly staffed. 

The chief executive of Shropshire 
and Telford Hospitals Trust, Simon 
Wright said the best experience a 
low risk mother could have was giv¬ 
ing birth at home or in a midwife led 
unit and said the current overnight 
closures of Oswestry, Ludlow and 
Bridgnorth were very much a tempo¬ 
rary measure. 

Speaking to Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil, which has criticised the closures, Mr 
Wright said more midwives were currently 
being interviewed and recruited and said he 
hoped they could be in post in time for the 
three-month review of the situation on Sep¬ 
tember 29. “We have 160 midwives at the 
trust and a significant number work in the 
midwife led units and in the rural areas. 
The trust has earmarked a sum of money to 
increase the number of midwives,” he said. 

The trust has said the three units will re¬ 
main shut for between three or six months 
with mothers instead having to give birth 
either at home or in Telford or Shrewsbury. 

He said more and more mothers were 
choosing to give birth in the consultant led 
unit with yearly births at Oswestry down 
from 90 to 40. “We could not continue 
having staff in empty buildings overnight 
with no patients while their colleagues in 
the consultant unit were rushed off their 
feet,” he said. Mr Wright said the tempo¬ 
rary closure was not connected with the 
current review of maternity services across 
the county. He said: “We have no desire to 
remove any local and rural provision for 
mums and we have no desire to shut ser¬ 
vices.” 

Councillor Nikki Hughes told the meet¬ 
ing mothers had told her the goalposts had 
changed over what was considered to be a 
low risk birth and said more were being 
told they would have to have their babies 
in Telford.

Night closures causing drivers misery 


Morrisons 
under fire 
over £45m 
store site 

SUPERMARKET bosses have been 
criticised for “abandoning” a site that 
was once part of a proposed £45 mil¬ 
lion leisure and shopping complex. 

The land on the Old Smithfield on 
Shrewsbury Road in Oswestry was 
due to be developed into a 16-acre 
complex with a five-screen cinema, 
Morrisons supermarket, Frankie and 
Benny’s and McDonald’s restaurants. 

However plans were shelved in 
early 2016 after Cineworld pulled out 
of the development and Morrisons, 
who lease the land from the town 
council, expressed concerns about an 
Aldi store being built on a nearby site. 

After a meeting between the town 
council last year, the site was due to 
be re-marketed by the supermarket, 
but more than a year later there are 
still question marks over whether it 
will ever be developed. 

County councillor Paul Milner is 
unhappy that no new information has 
come to light in the last year and has 
called the state of the site a disgrace. 

He said: “I think the way they have 
left the site is utterly disgraceful. 

“They have left it to overgrow and 
it is unsafe. It is the gateway into 
Oswestry, the first thing that every¬ 
one sees and it is not acceptable for it 
to look like that. 

“It is not fair on the people of 
Oswestry, it is showing no respect for 
the people who live here by leaving 
the site like that. 

“We have invited them time and 
time again to sit around a table with 
us and talk about how they will move 
forward but nothing has happened, it 
needs sorting because it is a disgrace. 

“They’ve literally just abandoned 
the site.” 

Planning permission was granted 
in 2011, with the town council leasing 
the land to Morrisons and receiving 
£4 million in capital receipts from the 
development. 

In 2015 work was completed on 
the new Smithfield livestock market, 
but after uncertainty in recent years 
no one is closer to knowing what will 
come of the rest of the site.

A COUPLE died from carbon 
monoxide poisoning caused by 
a faulty generator, an inquest 
heard. 

The bodies of Juliet Susan Miller, 
50, and Christopher Dean Bevan, 45, 
were found on February 24 at the der¬ 
elict Gate House on Maesbury Road 
Industrial Estate, Oswestry. 

Assistant coroner for Shropshire, Telford 
& Wrekin, Joanne Lees, gave a ruling of ac¬ 
cidental death at Shirehall in Shrewsbury. 

She said opiate toxicity was also a con¬ 
tributing factor to Mr Bevan’s death. 

The toxicology report showed both had 
Class A dugs in their systems, including co¬ 
caine, heroin and methadone. 

Mrs Lees said she’d heard from Jane 
Wellings, a close friend of the couple, who 
described them as “soul mates” that had 
been together for more than 20 years and 
shared a love of dogs. “Jane Wellings raised 
concerns about the welfare of the couple,” 
she said. 

“A police officer responded to the con¬ 
cerns and found two people on the first 
floor, now known to be Juliet Miller and 
Christopher Bevan. 

“There was a generator in a downstairs 
room and drug paraphernalia in the room 
where the bodies were located.” 

She said Mr Bevan had 75 per cent car- 
boxyhemoglobin in his blood while Miss 
Miller had 70 per cent - both figures were 
in the range associated with death and fa¬ 
talities. “On the balance of probabilities 
this was an accidental death,” she added. 
“Given that the generator was still half 
full, it is likely that it was poisoning from a 
faulty generator.” 

The couple were last seen in Old Chapel 
Pharmacy in Oswestry picking up their 
methadone prescriptions which reduces 
withdrawal symptoms in people addicted to 
heroin or other drugs. Mr Bevan, who was 
also prescribed diazepam for anxiety and 
depression, collected his last prescription 
on February 15 and Miss Miller was seen 
picking hers up a day earlier, but neither 
were seen again the court heard. 


OVERNIGHT closures on a busy 
trunk road are putting extra miles 
and time onto people’s daily jour¬ 
neys. 

Val Jones, who has to commute 
to Welshpool daily, says her life is 
being made a misery by the closure 
of the A483 south of Oswestry. 

Mrs Jones, 61, who lives in Morda, 
near Oswestry, said her 14-mile 
journey to work as a chef at the 


Smithfield Bell in Welshpool takes 
under half an hour. But because the 
A483 from Llanymynech to Llynclys 
is closed from 8pm each night her 
journey home at 10pm can take over 
an hour. 

If she followed the recom¬ 
mended diversion from Butting- 
ton to Knockin and onto the A5 to 
Oswestry it would more than double 
the mileage. 


But if she uses a shorter diversion 
she then has to rely on workmen at 
junctions with the closed road let¬ 
ting her cross. 

She said: “When I drive at the end 
of a long shift and am tired and just 
want to get home.” 

James Wildman, Highways Eng¬ 
land spokesman, said: “We are 
working hard to complete the im¬ 
provements as soon as possible.”

Controversial car 
park plans axed 

A SCHOOL has withdrawn plans to 
build a car park on the site of a histor¬ 
ic battle ground. 

Oswestry School came under fire 
after it was revealed it wanted to build 
a 42 bay car park on the Maes Y Llan 
playing fields - thought to be where 
the battle between King Oswald and 
King Penda took place. Bosses re¬ 
duced the size of the car park to 27 
spaces after objection from residents 
who feared it would cause traffic chaos 
as well as noise and light pollution. 

However, residents in Lutton Close 
launched a petition and Sport Eng¬ 
land said the car park could lead to a 
loss of the cricket ground. The appli¬ 
cation has now been withdrawn. 

Athlete Mikey 
in health scare 

A PARALYMPIAN’S life was at risk 
when he was placed into an induced 
coma and put on life support last 
month. 

Mikey Hall from St Martins repre¬ 
sented Team GB as an archer at the 
Rio Olympic games, and has competed 
in numerous competitions. 

However days before he was due to 
travel to the Czech Republic to com¬ 
pete, he was rushed into hospital for 
emergency surgery. 

His condition descended into septi¬ 
caemia and he was put on life support. 

He is now out of the coma and re¬ 
sponding, his mother Inge has said. 

Ex-teacher admits 
sex allegations 

A FORMER teacher from Oswestry 
has admitted further sex offences. 

Gordon Fleming, 66, pleaded guilty 
to 11 indecent assaults on girls under 
13. The offences were carried out in 
the 1980s. 

Fleming has already admitted 24 
offences, during a hearing last April, 
meaning he now faces charges relat¬ 
ing to 35 victims. 

Judge Geraint Walters told Swan¬ 
sea Crown Court that sentencing, on 
September 15, would take an entire 
day because of the large number of 
impact statements from his victims.

London 'refusing to admit 
it has knife crime problem'

THE sculptor behind Shropshire’s iconic Knife Angel has criticised 
leaders in London for refusing to add the artwork to Trafalgar 
Square’s fourth plinth.

A&E fight 
'is still set 
to continue' 

COMMUNITY leaders in Mid Wales have 
insisted the fight is still on to ensure the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital retains its 
A&E services. 

Last week NHS Future Fit Programme 
board members renewed their recommen¬ 
dation that an emergency centre should be 
based at Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, while 
the majority of day case surgery should 
be carried out at Telford’s Princess Royal 
Hospital. But Montgomeryshire Assembly 
Member Russell George has warned this 
is not the end. “After a lengthy process, I 
welcome the news that the end is finally in 
sight on the important issue of hospital ser¬ 
vices for the people of Mid Wales,” he said. 
“Both MP Glyn Davies and I have always 
maintained that it is common sense that 
emergency care serving Shropshire and 
Mid Wales should be located in the centre 
of the region in Shrewsbury. It is now sat¬ 
isfying to learn that this is the preferred 
option which will be put to the public in the 
not too distant future. 

“However, this outcome is not a foregone 
conclusion and it will be vitally important 
that the people of Mid Wales get involved 
and make their voices heard when the for¬ 
mal consultation starts later this year.”

I was walking 
down the street with friends and we had 
gone into a pub. I didn’t see the incident 
but the police came into the pub to ask us 
what had happened, and we discovered a 
man had stabbed another man who was on 
his bike, and then stole his bike. It shows 
there really is a problem that London isn’t 
admitting.” 

British Ironwork Centre boss Clive 
Knowles is organising a protest march out¬ 
side the Mayor of London’s office as a “last 
ditch attempt” to get the Knife Angel fea¬ 
tured in Trafalgar Square. A date has not 
yet been set but Mr Knowles is contacting 
families involved in creating the statue, 
who have lost loved ones, to ask them to 
take part.

Growing up in the country and 
in a farming community meant 
that from a very early age I car¬ 
ried a penknife. As did all my 
friends, and we put our valued 
possessions to a variety of uses 
- but throughout my youth I can’t 
recall a single knife-related vio¬ 
lent incident. 

Back in the day we had to 
make our own entertainment. 
There were no Xboxes to play 
games on or iPods to download 
our favourite music. We had to 
listen to Radio Luxembourg or 
Radio Caroline during the hours 
of darkness and in the summer 
holidays long balmy days were 
spent in the outdoors making 
good use of our penknives to 
make bows and arrows and rec¬ 
reate scenes from our favourite 
Robin Hood episodes. 

All that has now changed of 
course and it is now illegal to buy 
a knife if you are under 18 and 
an offence to carry one unless it 
is a folded version - in a bid to 
cut the unbelievable rise in knife 
crime related incidents. 

And this week we learned it’s 
not just a city related problem 
with figures released by West 
Mercia Police showing that the 
national rise in knife possession 
and violent attacks is also re¬ 
flected in Shropshire. Officers 
are so concerned that they are 
launching a campaign in which 
young people will be urged to 
hand in their knives at stations. 
They fear the trend of carry¬ 
ing knives is spreading among 
young people as figures reveal 
that cases reported by police in 
the last year have risen, with 147 
knife-related crimes reported in 
Shropshire in the first six months 
of this year - and that includes 
children as young as five and 16 
under the age of 13. 

Alarming figures reveal that 
since January 2010, there have 
been more than 1,700 reports of 
knife crime in Shropshire. 

The campaign to hand in 
knives is to be applauded but it 
is the deeper problem of why so 
many feel the need to be armed 
that must be tackled. Cutting 
off the supply would help. Why 
for instance has the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Association found that 
nearly one in four shops break 
the law and sell blades to un- 
der-12s? That has to stop and 
there must be bigger penalties. 
Those in opposition to the Gov¬ 
ernment would have you believe 
that austerity measures are at 
the root of the problem and 
they have something there. The 
rise in offences does coincide 
with massive cuts to the youth 
service, widespread closures of 
youth clubs and the scrapping 
of education maintenance allow-

Memories remain of two 
terrible fire tragedies 


Hivo retired firefighters 
remember two tragedies 
which happened nearly 50 
years ago _ 

IT was a year retired firefighter 
Mike Bickford from Oswestry 
would rather forget. 

Today, almost 50 years on, he re¬ 
members 1968 and his role in at¬ 
tending two tragic fires in Shrop¬ 
shire that together claimed 29 lives. 

In the space of a few short weeks fire¬ 
fighters in our county dealt with two 
tragedies the like of which they had not 
seen before, and thankfully have not seen 
since. 

Around midnight on February 26, 
1968, a fire was discovered at Shelton 
psychiatric hospital. Amid the flames 
and choking smoke, 24 patients lost their 
lives on a locked ward. It was among 
Britain’s worst hospital fires. Conditions 
at Shelton had long come in for severe 
criticism and in the aftermath there was 
an inquiry. 

The Ministry of Health report blasted 
the lack of training given to nurses in fire 
procedure. 

And then on April 2 five died in a blaze 
at a hotel in Church Stretton. The vic¬ 
tims were three brothers, a maid, and a 
waitress. 

Mike Bickford was a young firefighter 
at the time and by chance was involved in 
both calls, being among some of the first 
on the scene at Shelton. 

“It was such a groundbreaking event 
and such a terrible event,” he recalls. 
“There was a big change after that fire 
and quite rightly so.” 

And firefighter Nick Morris, 79, had an

unforgettable part to play at Shelton. 
“Myself and George Fletcher, who is 
now dead but was a very good fireman, 
were the first in the building that night, 
wearing breathing sets,” said Mr Mor¬ 
ris, who lives now in Pant but back then 
lived at Mount Pleasant in Shrewsbury 
and was based at the town’s old fire sta¬ 
tion at Cross Hill. 

“It was unbelievable. It was burning, 
but it was not a blazing inferno. The fire 
was upstairs on the first floor and when 
we went up the stairs we were faced 
with a blackout of smoke and fumes. 
Our training was always to search to 
the left, so we went to the left and took 
three people out. Then we went to the 
right and took two more. By that time 
our sets were empty.” 

He said the deputy chief officer, a 


his career at Oswestry Fire Station 

Mr Goodwin, and another firefighter, 
Phil Edwards, had put ladders up to 
the building’s windows to try to save 
people. 

“They could not get in because there 
were bars on every window. There were 
people at the windows screaming.” 

He said nobody came out alive from 
the ward where the fire was, but two 
women patients who had been locked in 
padded cells were saved. Mike Bickford, 
who is 72, lives now in Oswestry, but 
at the time was living in a fire service 
house in Wenlock Road, Shrewsbury, 
and based at Cross Hill. He had joined 
Shropshire’s fire service in November 
1963 and became familiar with the 
psychiatric hospital at Shelton through 
fairly frequent visits when patients had 
set off the fire alarms. 


The fateful call came somewhere 
around midnight on the night of Febru¬ 
ary 25-to-26 and he says the firefighters 
assumed it was another call-out caused 
by a patient breaking the glass of the fire 
alarm. They arrived at the building and 
were about to get off and get ready when 
a nurse came running up. 

“She climbed in the appliance and said 
‘Round the back! Round the back!’ At 
that time we had no idea what we were 
going to be confronted with. We went 
round the back. There was quite a se¬ 
vere fire in one area and smoke coming 
out from various parts of the building.” 

The cries of the women patients have 
haunted him since. 

Soon casualties were being brought 
out. He began going round those rescued 
trying to find who was still alive, and 
trying to save them. According to the 
report released in December that year 
the fire was ‘almost certainly’ caused 
by a lit cigarette end left in an easy 
chair. Mike said: “From this fire a load 
of legislation came along. The standards 
were increased dramatically, even more 
so after the hotel fire at Church Stret¬ 
ton which was quite a game changer.” 
Again, he was on duty with White Watch 
and arrived at The Hotel to find the roof 
well alight. Firefighters from Church 
Stretton had already been in action and 
retrieved the boys. He and a colleague 
went in to the building wearing breath¬ 
ing equipment, and as they searched, 
the jet of a hose brought down part of 
the roof on them, with a piece of wood 
hitting Mike on the back of the helmet. 

They were to find two female victims. 

“The Church Stretton fire would not 
have happened if there had been fire 
precautions in there,” said Mike. “It 
was a very bad year, there was no ques¬ 
tion about it. When I reflect back it was 
probably the worst few months in my 


After much delay and detailed 
consideration, a key decision 
was taken at a ‘Meeting in Pub¬ 
lic” of the Future Fit Joint Com¬ 
mittee at Shrewsbury College 
last week. It was not a ‘public 
meeting’ though an opportunity 
was given to members of the 
public who attended as observ¬ 
ers. The Joint Committee was 
made up of 15 voting members - 
six representatives of the Shrop¬ 
shire Clinical Commissioning 
Group, six representatives of the 
Telford and Wrekin Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group, two inde¬ 
pendent clinician members and 
an Independent Chair. Professor 
Brake, the chair, managed what 
was inevitably a difficult meet¬ 
ing in an efficient and impres¬ 
sive manner. He was excellent in 
every way. 

There were four matters, all 
connected, which needed to be 
decided on. I was very pleased 
and much relieved that the votes 
on all issues were unanimous. It 
was clear to me that all 15 voting 
members agreed that the rec¬ 
ommendation before them were 
based on the best clinically led 
guidance and were in the best 
interests of delivering a safe and 
sustainable NHS service for the 
populations of Shropshire, Tel¬ 
ford and Wrekin, and Mid Wales. 
They voted on the evidence that 
was before them. They were not 
prepared to be influenced by 
what I felt were ill considered 
contributions by some audience 
members given the chance to 
speak. 

The key vote was whether to 
move towards going out to pub¬ 
lic consultation with a ‘Preferred 
Option”. The Future Fit Strategy 
Board recommendation, which 
was in front of the Joint Commit¬ 
tee was on the basis of a ‘Pre¬ 
ferred Option’. 

At the heart of this ‘Preferred 
Option’ was a proposal that 
‘Emergency Care’ should be 
based at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital, while ‘Planned Care’ 
should be based at the Prin¬ 
cess Royal Hospital in Telford. 
The ‘Preferred Option’ included 
the transfer of the most serious 
Women’s and Children’s cas¬ 
es from Telford to be alongside 
the new Emergency Centre at 
Shrewsbury. 

There are several more hurdles 
to clear before spades go in the 
ground. There is public consulta¬ 
tion, probably 12 weeks, where 
concerns about the ‘Preferred 
Option’ will be addressed. Fi¬ 
nally after several years debate, I 
feel confident Shropshire, Telford 
and Wrekin, and Mid Wales will 
have the best Emergency Ser¬ 
vice realistically possible.

• ACCIDENT & INJURY 
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CAN I CHANGE MY SON’S SURNAME TO 
MINE WHEN I REMARRY? 


Q: I divorced my son’s father soon after his birth two years ago. I am now in a new relationship and am engaged to get married. When I marry I want my son 
to have the same surname as me but his father will not agree to this. Can I just go ahead regardless? 

A: Parents often want to change their child’s surname when they remarry but there are laws regulating this. The first step is to ascertain who has Parental 
Responsibility. Mothers automatically have parental responsibility for their children but fathers only have parental responsibility if they are named on the birth 
certificate and are present at the registration or if the parents were married when the child was born. Other individuals such as legal guardians may also have 
parental responsibility for a child. 

Children under 16 years cannot change their surname without the express consent of all those with parental responsibility. As your son is 2 years old and you 
were married to his father at the time of his birth, you will need his father’s consent to changehis surname. His father is entitled to refuse his consent, though 
you can apply to the Family Court for a Specific Issue Order to grant permission. 


Before applyingto the Court you must,however,first attempt mediation. Mediation is where an independent, trained mediator helps parents to work out 
agreementsforsuch aschild arrangements issues. If mediation is unsuccessful you canapply to court where a number of factors will be taken into account when 
determining whether your child’s surname should be changed, including the biological link, reason behind your desire to change your son’s surname and the 
degree of commitment his father has shown him. The court will rule in your son’s best interests. Before taking any step you should seek legal advice.

B&B owner was overpaid 
by £9,400, court is told

A BED and breakfast owner was 
overpaid benefits to the tune of 
almost £10,000 after failing to tell 
the authorities about her busi¬ 
ness. 

Sandra Bland, aged 52, of Gobowen 
near Oswestry correctly applied for 
employment support payment after 
suffering an accident at a previous 
place of work in 2010, but carried on 
claiming benefits when she rented out 
her home to fund the new business. 

She admitted to two counts of dishonesty 
between 2013 and 2015 at the hearing at 
Telford Magistrates Court on Friday last 
week. Adam Warner, prosecuting, said the 
total amount to be recouped was £9,400. 

He said the charges relate to a property 
bought by Bland in 2002 for £138,000. She 
was taking an income from this property 
as well as from benefits during the period. 

Sam Lees, defending, said: “My client re¬ 
grets her actions. She did not want to rely 
on the state. 

“She made a legitimate claim in 2010 
after an accident at work which left her 
with back pain. 

“When a chance came to open a bed and 
breakfast she welcomed it with open arms, 
but she had to give up her home and move. 

“She did the wrong thing by not declar¬ 
ing it. She rented out her house and in¬ 
vested the money in the business property, 
but it did her no good as the bed and break¬ 
fast struggled to get going.” 

The magistrates ordered Bland to repay 
the £9,400 and fined her £341 and ordered 
her to pay costs £185 and victims’ sur¬ 
charge £34.

Couple tell 
how they 
were lucky to 
survive quake 

A COUPLE who holidayed on the 
Greek Island of Kos have described 
how they were lucky to get out alive 
following a devastating earthquake. 

A 6.5 magnitude tremor hit be¬ 
tween Bodrum in Turkey and the 
Greek islands, injuring 200 and kill¬ 
ing two people on the island. 

It struck at the start of the holiday 
season with many Brits on the island. 

Simon and Jeanette Pierpoint, from 
Bronygarth, near Oswestry, had been 
on Kos for 24 hours and were out 
there with friends David and Wendy 
Hughes. 

They were spending the week cele¬ 
brating Wendy’s 60th birthday when 
just hours into their stay the devas¬ 
tation struck. Mr Pierpoint said: “We 
were just getting ready to go to bed, 
I was cleaning my teeth when I was 
just thrown from side to side. All hell 
broke lose and it just kept rocking the 
room, things were flying off the walls, 
the light fittings were falling out. 

“I grabbed Jeanette, we put dress¬ 
ing gowns on and headed for the door. 
The lights went off and people were 
screaming and shouting. It lasted for 
several seconds and then we made 
our way down the corridor and down 
the stairs. Glass was all over the 
place, how we didn’t cut ourselves 
I don’t know. We went to see our if 
our friends were safe and then got to 
the front of the hotel where there was 
about 1,000 people there all in shock, 
it was like a refugee camp with people 
covered in cuts and bruises.” 

The earthquake struck at 1.30am in 
the early hours of July 20, with the 
epicentre just 10 miles from Kos. 

During the days after the quake 
the couples were forced to sleep in the 
grounds of the hotel, with the build¬ 
ing turned into a construction site.

Concerns still remain at 
slow broadband speeds

MID Wales has been revealed 
as having some of the slowest 
broadband speeds in the coun¬ 
try. 

And now Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies and Assembly Member 
Russell George are calling for those 
affected to be compensated. 

The British Infrastructure Group report 
has listed the worst performing parlia¬ 
mentary constituencies in the UK for slow 
broadband connection speeds. 

Seven of the top 10 are in Wales, with 
Montgomeryshire again in the list ranked 
in sixth place. 

Mr Davies said the latest figures should 
act as a wake-up call to BT Openreach. 

He said: “The situation is still appalling, 
and I think the poor speeds in Montgomer¬ 
yshire are disgraceful. 

“I was one of a number of MPs who have 
been unhappy about this in the past. 

“I am hoping the publication of this re¬ 
port and the publicity around it will cause 
something to happen, it should act as a 
wake up call for BT.” 

In reaction to the report the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment have said there has been progress 
made in the availability of superfast broad¬ 
band through its Superfast Cymru pro¬ 
gramme. 

However, in June Mr George raised 
concerns about the superfast broadband 
scheme and how effective it is for his con¬ 
stituents. 


Chat with police at the post office

POST offices are being used by 
police community support of¬ 
ficers to reassure communities 
and spread safety messages. 

The Adopt a Post Office 
scheme will see the Neighbour¬ 
hood Policing Teams in Powys 
regularly visiting the sites at 
peak times, speaking with cus¬ 
tomers and members of staff to 
ensure strong links are main¬ 
tained within communities. 

Community surgeries will 
also be held and crime preven¬ 
tion advice leaflets and posters 
displayed. 

Since April last year, a pilot 
scheme has been running at 12 
post offices in the division - and 
it has proved so successful it is 
now being officially rolled out. 

Dyfed-Powys Police Partner¬ 
ships Inspector Stuart Eckley 
said: “Post Offices are key lo¬ 
cations where members of the 
community, particularly the 
elderly and those living in rural 
areas, regularly visit. 

“This makes them an ideal 
place in which we can interact 
with the public. 

“The aim is to reach residents 
we might otherwise struggle to 
engage with.” 


Farmers are 
encouraged 
to apply for 
new grant 

WELSH dairy farmers are being 
urged to apply for a new grant. 

New funding from the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment will provide at least £750 per 
farmer to pay for a new milk record¬ 
ing contract or towards an existing 
contract. 

The aim is to give farmers a clearer 
view of individual cow milk records to 
enable better management decisions 
and increased profitability. 

Clare Jerman, chartered surveyor 
with Roger Parry and Partners, said: 
“It is clear that the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment are looking to change the way 
in which money is administered to 
farmers. 

“This last 12 months has seen grant 
money become available to farmers 
in a number of different ways which 
benefit the farm by helping it become 
more profitable instead of direct pay¬ 
ments. This emphasis on improving 
the business’ profitability will surely 
help as we look to the future where 
direct payments are on shaky ground. 

“Looking back to 2014 when the 
Welsh Government decided to move 
15 per cent of the money from Pillar 
1 (Direct Payments) to Pillar 2 (Rural 
Development funding), the maximum 
amount possible, it is about time 
farmers began to see some of this 
money.” 

The grant is available for milk re¬ 
cording contracts where samples for 
individual cows are taken at least four 
times a year, either by the farmer or 
assisted. 

The deadline for applications is Sat¬ 
urday, with payments being made to 
farmers in September.

Railway workers' war 
effort to be recognised

DESCENDANTS of people named 
on an Oswestry war memorial 
are being invited to attend an 
event to remember the part the 
Cambrian railway played in the 
First and Second World Wars. 

The names of 53 former Cambrian 
railways employees are recorded on 
the company’s Great War memorial, 
many of who were from Oswestry. 

The memorial is situated in Cae Glas 
Park, and was on the station platform be¬ 
fore it closed in 1966. 

Families of those who served on the rail¬ 
way are invited to attend ‘Cambrian at 
War’ at the Cambrian station on Saturday. 

Group spokesman David Owen said: 
“Since 2014 we have had a permanent ex¬ 
hibition in the booking office at Oswestry 
Station and each August hold an event to 
mark the centenary of the men killed that 
year. 

“In 1917, 13 Cambrian men were killed, 
including some in the Passchendaele cam¬ 
paign. 

“A short memorial service will be held at 
noon and members of the public are most 
welcome to join us. 

“In 2015 and 2016 we were delighted to 
welcome descendants of men we were re¬ 
membering.” 

The Cambrian system played a major 
role in the Great War moving troops, coal 
for the fleet and timber for the munitions 
industry in addition to its day to day busi¬ 
ness. 

It also played a part in the second war, 
transporting personnel and equipment to 
military bases, including Park Hall.

Councillor Rebecca Evans told the 
town council planning meeting: “This 
should be looked at as a retrospective 
planning application.” 

The town councillor added: “The 
restaurant has been open for about 
eight months.” 

Councillors said at the meeting that 
the entrance to the property was on a 
fast road. 

After the meeting, Sophie Dillon, 
the owner of Hayes Barn, said that 
Shropshire Council was allowing the 
restaurant to open while the planning 
application was pending. 

“We are in contact with planning 
officers,” she said. 

“I have invited councillors to come 
up and see my business.” 

And she added: “We are offering a 
top-end, up-market restaurant for the 
area.”

Concerns are 
voiced over 
alterations 
to services 

MORE than half of the people re¬ 
sponding to a Shropshire Council sur¬ 
vey said the impact of changes to the 
authority’s services have been for the 
worse. 

The figures come in the latest find¬ 
ings of the council’s annual “Big Con¬ 
versation” survey, designed to assess 
the public’s feelings about the perfor¬ 
mance and future of the authority. 

Despite 53 per cent responding and 
saying the impact of service changes 
on their own or someone else’s life has 
been for the worse, only 59 per cent 
reported actually noticing a change 
in what the authority provides, with 
38 per cent of people believing that 
changes had a positive effect. 

A total of 1,002 organisations and 
people responded to the survey. 

The majority of respondents said 
they were happy with their local com¬ 
munity, with 79 per cent satisfied 
with their local area as a place to live, 
and 77 per cent believing that their 
community was active and resource¬ 
ful. 

The result showed that 51 per cent 
of people do some sort of voluntary 
work, with 46 per cent having picked 
up litter and 29 per cent having or¬ 
ganised a social activity in the com¬ 
munity. 

It was also found that 77 per cent 
said they eat well, 76 per cent stay 
active, and 68 per cent said they take 
steps to look after their mental and 
physical wellbeing. 

The survey showed that opinion is 
divided over how well the council is 
doing in its work to make the econ¬ 
omy more prosperous.

Equipment at the hospital was not 
impacted, in part because of security 
measures already in place, but also 
because of the remarkable response of 
Richard and the whole IT team. 

Olivia, an IT service desk opera¬ 
tor, said: “As soon as Richard heard 
that there was a cyber attack on the 


evening of Friday, May 12, he was in 
early and late every day to deal with 
it. He came in on the weekend and no¬ 
body even had to ask him. 

“He had planned a family day out 
on the Saturday with his children and 
wife but instead Rich was here at the 
crack of dawn in the office working 
hard and making a plan of action to 
make sure we did not get affected by 
the cyber attack. He made sure that 
the trust was secure and ready. He 
pulled the team together and made 
sure all of us knew what we were 
doing first thing on Monday morning.”

Report flags 
up waiting 
times issue 

WAITING times have increased at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital, it has 
been revealed. 

Figures discussed at the latest hospital 
board meeting indicated that the amount 
of time patients are waiting for treatment 
has increased. 

Acting director of operations Nia Jones 
informed directors of one English patient 
having to wait over 52 weeks for treat¬ 
ment, however it was also indicated that 
the wait was down to their own choice. 
There were also five Welsh patients who 
were said to be waiting 52 weeks for 
treatment. 

All the patients were within the hospi¬ 
tal’s spinal disorders service. 

Miss Jones told the meeting that the 
area is one of known pressure for the 
hospital. Referral to treatment waiting 
times for June was 90.17 per cent, against 
the national target which is 92 per cent, 
which indicated a dip in performance, but 
it had been expected according to Miss 
Jones. Theatre activity levels were also 
discussed, and were 98 below the plan in 
June, which is 135 down overall for the 
quarter. However, 950 cases were still 
performed in June. 

In the average month the hospital per¬ 
forms between around 800 to 1,100 cases. 
In the quarter, the total impact from 
cases per session in theatre being lost is 
at around £500,000 however if the trend 
continues it could rise to £1.7 million 
by the end of the year, but the meeting 
heard there plans are in place to make 
sure this is not the case. 

Heron Foods 
taken over in 
£152m deal 

FAMILY-RUN food retailer Heron Foods 
has been bought out in a deal worth £152 
million. 

The business, which currently employs 
3,500 people, has been taken over by dis¬ 
count chain B&M Bargain. 

B&M boss Simon Arora said the two 
brands will be maintained as standalone 
businesses and ensured there will be no 
job cuts. 

Heron opened its first store in Hull in 
1979 and now has more than 250 shops, 
including a base in Oswestry and Welling¬ 
ton. 

Over the next 12 months they will look 
to open new stores and create an extra 
200 jobs. 

Mr Arora said: “The addition of a com¬ 
plementary, proven discount conveni¬ 
ence grocery brand gives the combined 
business an even longer, exciting growth 
runway.” 

Heron Foods is currently managed and 
owned by Andrew, David and Michael 
Heuck. 

Michael is retiring from the business 
as planned while Andrew and David re¬ 
main in their existing trading and finance 
roles. 

investigation held 
over ward death 

AN unexpected death on the spinal inju¬ 
ries ward of Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital is being investigated. 

During a performance report given to 
the board of directors at the Robert Jones 
and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital, 
directors were informed of the death ear¬ 
lier this year. 

There was another death on the elderly 
ward but that was expected. 

However another death recorded was 
one of a patient transferred from the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Nottingham. 

The report was given by director of 
nursing Bev Tabernacle who said a report 
was underway. 

Steve White, medical director, insisted 
it was a thorough investigation. 

Also during Mr White’s report he said 
that four patients had suffered with blood 
clots after operations at the hospital re¬ 
cently. 


£ 150 k appeal launched to restore ‘exquisite staircase’

AN appeal has been launched for donations to 
restore a castle’s crumbling staircase. 

With the restoration of Powis Castle’s east 
front now complete, the National Trust is turn¬ 
ing its attention to one of the buildings most 
striking features. 

The grand staircase is closed to the public 
because it is not strong enough to support the 
150,000 visitors each year. 

National Trust general manager for Powis 


Castle, Emma Thompson, said: “We are doing 
amazing conservation work to restore the cas¬ 
tle to how it would have appeared in earlier 
times. 

“Experts have looked at the structure of the 
staircase and it appears it’s not securely at¬ 
tached to the wall.” 

The work is set to cost in excess of £150,000 
which isn’t covered by the National Trust 
membership money. 


Mrs Thompson added: “Ornately carved and 
surrounded by exceptional works by the likes 
of Antonio Verrio and his pupil Gerard Lan- 
scroon, the staircase doesn’t look like it needs 
repairing. 

“However, it’s not safe to walk on. 

“We want visitors to be able to walk beyond 
the east front up to the half landing and pos¬ 
sibly even all the way to the upper level of the 
castle, something we’ve been unable to share 


with visitors since the building was donated to 
us. 

“Donations, however large or small, will help 
to save this exquisite piece of history so that 
future visitors can experience even more of this 
unique Welsh treasure in its beautiful setting.”

Future Fit process takes step forward 
amid fears public confidence has been lost 


AFTER almost four years and countless de¬ 
lays, plans for the future of Shropshire’s hos¬ 
pitals have taken a step forward. 

But campaigners have said they have lost 
faith in the Future Fit process. 

Health bosses have claimed that now is the 
time to move forward and that changes to 
services will protect the hospitals for future 
generations. 

But people in Telford said they felt that the 
preferred option, put forward by health bosses, 
is financially motivated. A joint committee has 
now backed plans to downgrade A&E services 
in Telford in favour of one emergency and 
trauma department based in Shrewsbury. 

Proposals include a new emergency centre

and women and children’s services at Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital, while elective surgery, 
orthopaedics and specialist centres would be 
based in Telford. Proposals will now go out for 
public consultation as early as next month. 

But at the Future Fit meeting held on 
Thursday last week a number of concerns 
were raised. 

David Bell, of Healthwatch Telford and Wre- 
kin, said the public had lost faith in the Future 
Fit system while Telford & Wrekin councillor 
Arnold England said “financial heads had lost 
out to financial hearts”. 


“It would cost £60 million less to site emer¬ 
gency care and women and children’s at the 
Princess Royal Hospital,” he said. 

People living in Mid Wales have urged sup¬ 
port for the preferred option, saying it is the 
best option for them, with a Telford emer¬ 
gency centre meaning long journeys for them 
and people in south Shropshire. 

Before the meeting Councillor Joy Jones, 
from Newtown, said travelling on blue lights 
from Mid Wales was terrifying not just for 
those in the ambulance but the relatives fol¬ 
lowing. 

She added: “We are a long long way from 
Telford, we urge you to chose Shrewsbury.” 

Members of the Future Fit joint committee 


said they were planning for the next 25 years 
when there would be more elderly people and 
more with chronic illness in the region. 

They say putting critical care on one site 
would help to attract more clinicians to the 
area. 

David Evans of Telford and Wrekin CCG 
said 85 per cent of those using women’s and 
children’s services would continue to use the 
services closest to them. 

Following the joint committee meeting, as¬ 
surance will now be sought from local scrutiny 
boards and the NHS England assurance pro¬ 
cesses before the decisions go to public consul¬ 
tation. Public consultation is due to take place 
at the end of September or early October.

Praise offered 
by minister to 
staff for work 

THE health secretary has congratulated 
hospitals in Shropshire for “exception¬ 
al improvement” on a test which judges 
whether visitors would recommend them 
to others. 

The Friends and Family test has seen 
96 per cent of people visiting Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital NHS Trust say they 
would recommend it to others. 

The trust runs Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital and Telford’s Princess Royal Hospi¬ 
tal. 

They have now received a letter of con¬ 
gratulations from health secretary Jeremy 
Hunt. 

Mr Hunt said: “The trust is a real ex¬ 
ample to others, demonstrating how to 
improve performance in a short space of 
time and ensure that your patients get the 
care that they deserve. 

“From visiting organisations through¬ 
out the country, I know the immense 
amount of work that will have been be¬ 
hind this outcome cannot be underesti¬ 
mated. 

“This improvement is a testament 
to the hard work and dedication of the 
trust’s staff. 

“My congratulations to all those who 
work at the trust.” 

Reassurances 
over asbestos 

ASBESTOS is present in both of Shrop¬ 
shire’s main hospitals. 

But hospital bosses insist it poses no 
danger and that buildings have been given 
a clean bill of health. 

It comes amid claims by a group of spe¬ 
cialist solicitors that the substance pre¬ 
sents a ‘serious risk’. 

In a Freedom of Information request 
carried out by Dedicated Accident Solic¬ 
itors, all responding NHS trusts stated 
that the asbestos was managed and was of 
no risk to patients or staff. 

They found some trusts have already 
had to pay out large sums to compensate 
those who have been exposed. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust said no hospital employees or pa¬ 
tients had pursued a claim against it for 
exposure to asbestos within the trust’s 
hospital buildings. And it stressed that 
asbestos poses no risk as long as it is not 
disturbed. 

Both Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and 
Princess Royal Hospital were inspected in 
November, December and January as per 
the annual re-inspection programme. 

IVF restrictions 
are confirmed 

COUPLES who want to have a baby in 
Shropshire are only eligible for one round 
of IVF - while across the border in Wales 
they are allowed two attempts. 

NHS bosses in both Telford and Shrop¬ 
shire have confirmed they offer only one 
round of fertility treatment. 

This is despite national guidelines rec¬ 
ommending three attempts on the NHS 
and the fact that couples in Wales are al¬ 
lowed two. 

Telford & Wrekin and Shropshire clin¬ 
ical commissioning groups revealed their 
policies amid controversy nationally about 
the postcode lottery for couples wanting 
fertility treatment. 

Telford & Wrekin CCG said the limit 
allowed for increased access to NHS treat¬ 
ment and ensures that couples are treated 
in a timely manner. The group said there 
were no current plans to restrict further 
or halt the commissioning of IVF services. 

Vulnerable helped 
to stay on at home 

A SERIES of initiatives to ensure those in 
need of support can stay at home rather 
than in a nursing or care home has been 
launched by Shropshire Council. 

The programmes form part of the sec¬ 
tor’s continuous commitment to place 
fewer people in care and hospital settings. 


PROGRESS has been made at 
Shropshire’s two main hospitals 
but further improvements need to 
be made, an inspection report has 
revealed. 

A report by the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion said the trust which controls Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital and Telford’s Prin¬ 
cess Royal has made improvements and 
is effective and caring. A total of 64 per 
cent of the areas inspected were rated as 
“good”. 

But long waiting times in A&E, a heavy reli¬ 
ance on agency staff and a lack of consultants 
and middle grade doctors contributed to the 
trust being given an overall “requires improve¬ 
ment” rating. 

Warnings were issued when the hospitals 
were last inspected in 2014 and also given a 
“requires improvement” rating. 

At the time inspectors had particular con¬ 
cerns about end of life care at RSH. 

Since the last inspection, inspectors said 
they could see that the trust had made signifi¬ 
cant improvements in a number of areas. They 
also noted a positive change in culture among 
staff and leaders. 

The trust’s rating for providing effective 
services had also improved and was upgraded 
from “requires improvement” to “good”. 

The inspection found the trust’s two emer¬ 
gency departments were experiencing contin¬ 
ued pressure and a shortage of consultants 
and middle grade doctors meant that some pa¬ 
tients had to wait too long for an initial clinical 
assessment. 

The findings, following inspections in De¬ 
cember and January, found the process for 
patients brought in by ambulance was incon¬ 
sistent and unstructured and nursing staff va¬ 
cancies were impacting on continuity of care. 

In maternity services inspectors found 
that safety needed further improvement. In¬ 
spectors said a lack of regular postnatal ward 
rounds meant high risk postnatal women were 
not regularly reviewed. 

However, there were areas of “outstanding 
practice” which inspectors highlighted. 

They included the trust’s Swan Scheme for 
bereaved families and the trust’s partnership 
with the Virginia Mason Institute in the US- 
regarded as one of the safest hospitals in the 
world. 


AN out-of-hours GP service is looking to 
re-negotiate its contracts with Shropshire’s 
community health trust, saying it faces seri¬ 
ous financial challenges. 

A meeting is to be held between Shropdoc 
and Shropshire Community Health Trust, 
after the doctors’ service said it was facing its 
most serious financial challenges in 21 years. 

Dr Russell Muirhead, Shropdoc chairman, 
has written to GPs saying the service is cost¬ 
ing far more than the money coming in. It says 
a number of posts have been lost and the chief 


GOVERNMENT inspectors are being invited 
back into Shropshire’s two main hospitals to 
see the improvements made since their visits, 
a health boss has said. 

Simon Wright, chief executive of Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, said 
while he was pleased the CQC inspectors had 
recognised the improvements made at the 
trust, further work had taken place in the last 
six months since their visit. 

He said: “We are keen to invite the CQC 
back in. The new regime means they come in 
every couple of months so we see them quite 
regularly. 


executive has also left by mutual consent. The 
contract sees Shropdoc provide out-of-hours 
GP care in community hospitals.

“The formal report feels a bit dry. It feels 
like it doesn’t really capture some of the en¬

He said: “Over the years the work load at 
the community units has increased and at the 
same time, the other out-of-hours service has 
increased so it is becoming difficult to balance 
those two services. The trigger will enable us 
to look at ways that we can continue to run 
both services equally well.” 

He said the main cost pressures came from 
the cost of services not being reflected in the 
value, which Shropdoc has been able to ad-

The seller of about 50 million 
albums and winner of three 
Grammys, one Brit, a Daytime Emmy and six MTV 
Video Music Awards has been working on her 
upcoming seventh album, Beautiful Trauma, 
which is out in October. 

And when it comes to choosing her set list, 
she’ll have to choose from six albums and 35 
singles. 

The hit-maker has scored some of the 
most important singles of the 2000s, 
including Get The Party Started, Who Knew, 

So What, Raise Your Glass, Perfect, Try, Just 
Give Me A Reason and Just Like Fire. 

She has become increasingly successful 
throughout her career and her most recent studio 
album, The Truth About Love, was a number one 
in the USA, Canada, across Europe and in 
New Zealand. 

It was released five years ago and 
looked at love, relationships, feminism, 
sexual prowess and social exclusion. 

She collaborated with Eminem, 

Lily Allen and Nate Ruess, from 
American band Fun. 

A huge world tour followed, 
taking Pink through America, 

Australia and Europe. 

She has since had a 
second child - a son, 

Jameson, to go with her 
daughter Willow - and 
enjoyed time at home with 
her husband, Carey Hart, the 
professional motocross racer. 

The singer, described as the most 
trailblazing artist of her generation, lists 
Madonna and Janis Joplin as her two 
biggest heroes and she in turn has 
inspired Katy Perry, Kesha and Rihanna. 

She has also acquired a new hobby, 
cultivating an organic vineyard in 
southern California after visiting 
leading wineries around the world. She 
describes her passion for wine as her 
“dirty little secret” and says she started 
by taking online courses. 

After that, she learned about pruning 
vines by taking her Beck album, listening 
to it through earphones and spending 
days pruning. Pink says she loved the 
ability to work for eight hours with nature 
and pruning quickly became her favourite 
thing. 

She developed her 25-acre estate, 
which includes Cabernet Sauvignon, 

Cabernet Franc, Petit Verdot, Malbec, 

Grenache and Grenache Blanc. Fler love 
of wine, however, has been a long-term 
thing. When she burst onto the scene 
at the end of the 1990s, her rider would 
include a bottle of Chateauneuf-du-Pape. 

She told Decanter magazine: “When 
I made my [first] rider, I was 20 and I 
just put Chateauneuf-du-Pape on there 
because that was the wine that made me 
love wine.” 

Since then, when she’s been travelling 
the world, she’s visited some of the best 
wineries that there are. She admits she 
doesn’t know too much about English 
wine - but is hoping to try a little after she 
headlines V. 

Earlier this year, Pink teamed up with 
Sia to release a new song, Waterfall. 

They worked with Norwegian songwriters 
Stargate on the track. Stargate have 


previously written hits for Beyonce, 
Rihanna and Fifth Harmony. 

Pink works hard to stay out of 
the Hollywood bubble and she has 
been a formidable campaigner for 
women’s rights. On social media 
and in interviews, she has lashed 
out at body shamers and lambasted 
those who are judgemental about 
women’s figures. 

At the BMI Pop Awards, she 
said: “I don’t take well to bullying. 

I never have. I’m not a person that 
will be bullied. I’m not a person that 
will stand by watching other people 
bullied. 

“I am a girl, I have feelings and 
people think I’m tough, tougher than 
nails, but I’m a human being. 

“I think people have gotten it wrong. 
They think their opinion matters and 
holds weight and I don’t know where 
or why they’re giving themselves so 
much credit, you know? 

“So I thought it was important for 
me to remind them that I don’t care. 
My life is full, I like food a lot and I 
really like to cook, I like to live, I find 
joy in that and were doing alright in 
the Hart household.” 

Pink has been lauded by critics for 
being that rarest of creatures - a true 
artist. 

While other stars have been 
criticised for oversinging, being unable 
to sing or being vocal lightweights, 
Pink has maintained a brilliant 
career by being an authentic, 
powerhouse vocalist. 

One of the singers on whom she 
had the greatest impact was Adele, 
who saw her as a teenager on the

Missundaztood tour, at Brixton Academy. Adele rated it 
as one of the defining moments of her life and said: “I had 
never heard, being in the room, someone sing like that 
live. I remember sort of feeling like I was in a wind tunnel, 
her voice just hitting me. It was incredible.”

Adele isn’t the only one to credit Pink’s work as being 
inspirational - she’s also loved by Demi Lovato, Kelly 
Clarkson, Taylor Swift and more. 

Pink has also rushed to the defence of other female 
stars, including Lady Gaga who was criticised for copying 
her Superbowl performance by ‘flying’ through the air. 

She took to Instagram using the hashtag 
#womensupportingwomen to support Lady Gaga and 
wrote: “Her voice was powerful and beautiful, her outfits 
were on point, choreography stellar, her heart was in it 
and she sang about love and inclusiveness, all in front of 
millions and millions of people.” 

Pink will be doing something similar this weekend - her 
fans can’t wait.

Shrewsbury-based fine art auction 
house Halls is hoping to attract a wide 
range of antique entries for a ‘Made in 
Shropshire’ sale later this year. 

The company, which has purpose- 
built salerooms at Battlefield, 
Shrewsbury, is repeating the auction, 
which was held with great success in 
October, 2014, on November 22. Already 
consigned are more than 100 lots of 
Caughley porcelain, which represents 
the second part of an important 
collection assembled by Caughley 
Society president, the Rev Maurice 
Wright and his wife, Janet, who live 
near Shrewsbury. The first part sold 
for £72,000 in April, with the top price 


of £3,700 going to an “exceptionally 
important” mask-head jug dated 1790 
which was printed in blue on both 
sides with a ‘Severn Trow’ passing 
underneath the Shropshire Ironbridge 
with an angler in the foreground. The 
auction could also include Coalport 
and other ceramics made in the county, 
Coalbrookdale ironwork and bronze, tiles 
from Maw and Co and Craven Dunnill 
and Merrythought teddy bears. Caroline 
Dennard, Halls’ European ceramics and 
militaria specialist, who is organising the 
auction, said she would love to see rare 
coins made by the Shrewsbury Mint, 
Shropshire specific inscribed silver and 
jewellery, sporting trophies and medals 


and items related to wartime poet Wilfred 
Owen, Clive of India and Lord Hill. Other 
items on the wanted list are oak furniture, 
including Shropshire and Minsterley 
style dressers, militaria related to the 
King’s Shropshire Light Infantry regiment 
and medals awarded to Shropshire 
servicemen and servicewomen. 

Paintings by Shropshire artists including 
John Alford (pictured), Shropshire 
hunting prints and maps, clocks by the 
likes of William Hay of Shrewsbury and 
J. B. Joyce and Co, Whitchurch, items 
related to the Sentinel Waggon Works, 
Shrewsbury, stoneware flaggons from 
the county’s micro breweries and old 
enamel signs can also be entered.

• Ford Transit takes top three spots for CV 
sales in the UK- Transit Custom (1st), Transit 
(2nd) and Transit Connect (3rd) 

• Ford Focus becomes UK best-selling 
car, whilst new Ford Fiesta arrives in 
showrooms 

• Ford has four models in the UK Top 20- 
Focus (1st), Fiesta (4th), Transit Custom (7th) 
and Kuga (12th) 

• Seven Ford models lead their respective 
segments; Fiesta, Focus, Transit Courier, 
Transit Custom, Transit, Transit Connect and 
the Ranger 

As the all-new Ford Fiesta arrives in UK 
showrooms, the Ford Focus takes the top UK 
sales spot overall for the month of July, with 
the Ford Transit taking first, second and third 
in CV sales. 

Andy Barratt, Ford of Britain chairman 
and managing director, said: “It’s been an 
excellent month for Ford in the UK with not 
only the Focus becoming the UK’s best-seller, 
but also the Dunton-developed Ford Transit 
remaining the nation’s favourite van range 
posting all three top spots for CVs sales this 
month.
